THE MARCH OF LABOR GREEN, ROOSEVELT PLAN 


AID FOR INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS VICTIMS 


AFL Chief Pledges Full Support To 
Raise Funds For Annual Campaign 


The American Federation of Labor has pledged its full sup- 
port to the annual fund raising appeal for the National Founda- 
tion of Infantile Paralysis, Basil O'Connor, president of the 
foundation announced. The drive starts January 15 and cli- 
maxes with the celebration of President Roosevelt's birthday 


on Saturday, January 30. 


The pledge of support was 
made in a letter sent to the 
president by William Green, 
president of the AFL. Express- 


ing gratification over labor’s sup- 
port, President Roosevelt replied 
that, engrossed as the nation is in 
winning the war, no let-up could 
be permitted in the war against 
disease. 

Mr. O’Connor pointed out that 
this year, for the first time since 
the public celebrations of the presi- 
dent’s birthday began ten years 
ago, the fund raising appeal will 
have a national labor division estab- 
lished directly at its campaign 
headquarters, 342 Madison avenue, 
New York city. The labor division 
will be headed by Mr. Green as 
chairman, with Emil Rosenberg 
executive director. 

Mr. Green wrote President Roose- 
velt: 

“It has always been a pleasure 
for the American Federation of 
Labor to give its wholehearted sup- 
port to the nationwide campaign to 
fight infantile paralysis. I am sure 
that the men and women of our 
affiliated organizations, aware of 
your personal interest in this fight, 
will be happy to respond generous- 
ly to make this year’s campaign an 
outstanding success. 

“We realize that the National 
Foundation for Infantile Par- 
alysis has been carrying on 
splendid work. In no way must 
we allow its great efforts to be 


halted or neglected, especially 
in time of war.” 
President Roosevelt wrote Mr. 


Green: 

“Engrossed as we are in our all- 
out effort to win this war, we must 
find time to wage another war, the 
war against disease, especially epi- 
demic disease, which may strike 
anybody, any time, anywhere. No 
let-up can be permitted.”

Okay, Says Mead

Administration supporters pre- 
dicted failure for any attempts by 
what they termed “reactionary ele- 
ments” to re-write the nation’s la- 
bor days in the next congress. 

Senator Mead (D., N. Y.) asserted 
legislation setting up a basic 40- 
hour week in industry would with- 
stand any assault in view of “gen- 
eral public knowledge that this 
legislation does not limit the total 
hours in which a man may work.” 

Meanwhile, another aspect of the 
labor picture appeared again in a 
letter in which Senator Bailey (D., 
N. C.) criticized Chairman Paul V. 
McNutt of the war manpower com- 
mission for his refusal to condemn 
imposition of union initiation fees 
and dues upon war plant workers. 


Bailey made public correspon- 
dence with McNutt in which the 
latter asserted responsible labor 


leaders were trying to control “the 
occasional irresponsible leader who 
encourages practices of extortion.” 

Mead told reporters “fifty mil- 
lion average Americans know there 
is no prohibition against any man 
working more than 40 hours a week, 
despite efforts of some to make it 
appear that the basic 40-hour week 
law has slowed down production of

But Labor Publications Will Offer 
Voluntary Program To Save Paper 


The labor press will be exempted 
from newsprint curtailment orders 
issued by the war production board 
on recommendations from its print- 
ing and publishing division, on 
which labor is not represented, but 
it will undertake voluntary restric- 
tion of newsprint consumption in 
order to give patriotic cooperation 
to the government’s attempts to 
combat shortages. 

These decisions resulted from a 
series of conferences held by labor 
representatives with WPB officials, 


Exemption of labor newspapers 
from the orders that will affect 
daily and weekly newspapers of 
general circulation was set forth 
in the following memorandum of 
agreement between William G. 
Chandler, director of the WPB 
printing and publishing division, 
and David S. Schick, of the WPB 


labor production division: . 
in the 


“There will be included 
general conservation order, to be 
promulgated by the printing and 
publishing division, the following 
clauses: 

“‘Newspaper’ shall include any 


publication usually recognized as a 
newspaper in the newspaper indus- 
try regardless of the frequency of 
issuance. It shall not include any 
publication authorized to be admit- 
ted to the mails as second-class 
matter under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 521, postal laws and regula- 
tions of 1940 (Title 39, U.S.S.. Sec- 
tion 229), pertaining to the ‘publica- 
tions of benevolent, fraternal, 
trades union, professional, literary, 
historical, and scientific societies,’ 
and such publications as are not so 
authorized which are substantially 
similar thereto.” 

“The proposed order also shall in- 
clude a clause exempting from all 
provisions of the order all news- 
| papers using 25 tons of newsprint 
or less a quarter.” 

Inasmuch as it is estimated that 
25 tons of newsprint a quarter will 
permit a circulation of 48,000 copies

This agreement followed confer- 
ences in which the labor press was 
represented by Philip Pearl, for the 
AFL publications, and Reuben 
Levin, for railroad labor. 


The following memorandum in- 
corporated the pledge of the labor 
press to cooperate with the con- 
servation program on a voluntary 
basis: 


“The labor newspaper pub- 
lishers are to prepare, through 
Messrs. Levin and Pearl, a vol- 
untary program for conserva- 
tion of newsprint by the labor 
press in order that the labor 
press may, along with the other 
sections of the newspaper in- 
dustry, make its proper contri- 
bution to the conservation of 
the nation’s newsprint. 


“The labor production division 
shall be kept advised of, and con- 
[sulted with, on all proposals for 
,future orders or amendments to 
;existing orders affecting news- 
papers,” 

The AFL labor press is urged to 
| submit to Mr. Pearl as soon as pos- 
| sible any plans deemed feasible for 
|the voluntary curtailment of news- 
|print consumption. It might be 
|well to mention that a technical 
committee is now working on plans 
to save paper through the reduc- 
|tion of margins and other waste-
